months njjo a man named Richard Shoimick, 
n, rather rou^h character, kopt an all-night 
house near Newmarket bore. Shennick kopt 
nil sorts oC drinks, and his house was opon to 
bhicks (is well as whites. Ho sold out his 
place somo months sinco and separating from 
his wifo loft for CiuciunatL It has transpired 
that bis absoncoanda statement raado by 
his deserted wifo is to bo the causo oE a first- 
class Richmond sensation. Last Saturday 
Saonnick's wife, who is being treated fora 
complication ol diseases, imagined that sho 
was dying and sont for Police Jtistico D, C. 
Richardson, to whom sho made the following 
startling statement; 


She said sho wos in tho habit of aiding her 


husband iti tor.ding bar and that thoy livoc 
over tho bar. 
Oua night she calbd down bo- 


1 1 and 12 o'clock to soa if her presence 
ncodud. Receiving no nnswor, sho onterot 
tho bur from tho roar, and as she camo in sbo 
saw Sclionnick knock a man sonsoloss to tho 
floor wiih a pah- oC brass knuckles. Shoii 
nick ordered hor to loavo tbo room and sho 
went tip-stairs, but could not rest. Creeping 
back noisjlossly sbo saw hor husband remove 
a largo roll ot bank notes from tho 
man's pocket, drag tho body behind tho 
counter, raise a trap door and drop it into a 
well that years before had beon dug and tho 
house built over it. 


Shortly after this occurrence two public of- 


ficers were missing lu tho state, "\V. H Lang- 
ford, treasurer of Bland county, and J. M, 
Carroll, clerk of Staunton. Nothing has boon 
heard of either sineo thoy wore soon in Rich- 
mond, ami whan tho woman wag asked to do- 
scribo the man sbo gave a very accurate 
description of tbo missing treasurer.

Tlio Pacifk railway funding 
bill wis made tho special order for Jan. 18 
next. Aldrich offered a concurrent resolu- 
tion requesting tho president to negotiate 
with sugar-producing countries for tho ad- 
mission to those countries, free oC duty, of 
tbe products oC this country on condition that 
wo admit their sugar and molasses free. Bills 
i'or tho redemption of throe bond stolon from 
J3essie B. Gilmoro and destroyed by tho thiet, 
and accepting a tract of land on Lako Mich- 
igan, near Chicago, for a military pose were 
passed. A bill granting right of way to tho 
ilnricopa & Phoenix railway through Gila 
river Indian reservation was passed, and tho 
senate went into executive session, and 
shortly afterward adjourned. 


Tho resolution calling on tho secretary of 


tho treasury for information as to tho can- 
collation of treasury notes, etc., was adopted 
by the house. Townshend of Illinois offered 
a resolution asking tho secretary of, tho treas- 
ury to ascertain if any Now York bank Las 
permitted speculators to borrow money with- 
out security with tho purpose ol "locking it 
up," thereby creating a scarcity of money, 
and who! her any of said banks have loaned 
more money to any person than tho amount 
limited by tho statute. Tuulbeo of Kentucky 
offered a resolution based on newspaper re- 
ports, ami asking tho secretary of the treas- 
ury whether bo has anticipated interest on 
bonds without rebate, and if so by what 
authority. 
Other business was introduced as 


follows: To inquire into tho expediency of 
making proposals for building a new navy 
on such terms aa will secure tho establish- 
ment of iron and steel ship-building yards; 
instructing tbe appropriations committee to 
present a plan of coast defense; to enlarge 
tho legal tender quality of tho half dol- 
lar; to reduce tlio amount oC bonds to 
be deposited by national banks to secure cir- 
culation. Hlscock called up his motion to 
suspend tho rules and pass the bill increasing 
the duty on Sumatra tobacco, but Morrison 
said tho houso had decided Saturday that 
no revenue legislation should bo considered 
this session, Tho motion was. defeated—yeas, 
6u; nays, ICj.

WASHI.S-GTOX CITY, Pec, 21.—In the United

trict of Illinois in July, ISS3, Elihu B, Case, 
a pensioner, was convicted of fraud in ob- 
taining a pension, sentenced to tho peniten- 
tiary for two years and fined $1,000 and costs.

Tho president in remitting tho flno wrote 


himself tho following endorsement upon tho 
application for pardon: "I believe this man 
is guilty; he dishonestly drew money from 
tho government and discredited the cause of 
honest pensioners for fifteen years; his greed 
for more was tho occasion of his detection, 
and in this application for pardon there is 
hi my opinion a very questionable attempt 
to make his divorced wife and his tuothor 
givo a false coloring to facts.
